JUVENILE CRIMINALS. 

Stntistica gathered by Anthony Ooin- 
Bfcock uf the arruats of youth, for crime, 
made in tho United Statoa during the past 
year actually show that, there are mure 
oriminals vrhoae BgeB^rabge|/ram_^eight to 
twenty-one years,' tlian of 'those who have 
passed their majority ! The chief of- 
fences fur which they worn arraigned were 
larceny, burglary, murder, drunkenness 
and felonious assault. Tho causes for 
this serlouB state of allairs are not far to 
seek; they exist almost solely in the un- 
restrained liberty ffhich so many parents 
allow . to . their children. Af;ain, younp; 
boys cloud their minds with dime novel 
literature and, revelling in the impossible 
adventures of some impossible here, their 
scarcely formed ideas become perverted, 
and they at last consider that the moral 
observances by which society is bound, are 
.'.irkadhfo. As a result of this pernicious 
notioh they gradually come to look upon 
obedience to parents ae a weakness, and 
deti;uioo of their authority :.and advice as 
a sign of manliness and freedom from 
Bpcpnjei^ripgs, This disposition, when un- 
oontroUed, produces the most lamentable 
consequences. The most prolific -cause, 
hovev))r, of the growing tendiaaoy to 
crime displayed by the youth of cities is 
tho lateness uf tho liour at vyhich they are 
allowed to bu out from homo, withdut 
their parents having any certain knowl^ 
udgtf as to hoK?|thoyi spend ^thoir time. 
UnfesTfrBined'by plfopar'^Sbntrol they can 
be seen upon street corners at a time of 
night when they should bo in bed. They 
smoke cigarettes, gamble away what 
money they have; soma even fjot drunk; 
while ,all tjuickly learn to swear, and 
think it smart to be hoard doing so. Ex- 
posed to;itheBe<^iLiQfla§QpM«the better 
behaved'of 'the^boya^apidly -aink to the 
level of the worst among them, 
only too readily acquiring the 
vices which are natural to the 
few. Thus they quickly pave their 
way to the gaol, and when they came 
within the olutchea of the lawr tione are 
ni'ore<|Bdr|fi8edr|a^d|8l^ok^^/^^ 
pafenW ^' &ur- owh-- city* dan- f urnialr her 
quota of illustratiuna of these truths, and 
tho court at the last assise found occasion 
to allude strongly tu tho fact that parents 
ovredjt^fis a.duty to their ufispring to see 
that'ilie'morol influences which are sup- 
posed to be inculcated at • homo are not 
counteracted and destroyed by thbao they 
may bo exposed to outside of it. When 
the law overtakes youths of respectability 
who have weakly allowed themselves to 
be .led or have drifted into crime, the pity 
of the public for the disgraced parents is 
tempered:by the knowledge that they are 
in ''a''tnea8ilrB responsible for their chil- 
dren's boiidiicf... Who has nut seen in- 
utauoes' (they can be seen every day) of 
boys and girls not only ignoring the ouun- 
sels of their fathers and mothers, but 
even dictating and speaking rudely to 
them, and flatly refusing to consider 
either their wishes or commands ] And 
this simply from their having been suffdr- 
ed by over indulgent parents to have their 
own way before arriving at years of dis- 
cretion. Even where tho oonaequencea of 
this wrongful bringing up do not lead to 
'~the positive uuiamiasiun of crime they are 
exhibited in other ways. With passions 
that have never been taught restraint, 
impatience of contradiction, self- wilful- 
ness, Bolfi'ahneas and a host of other unen- 
viable traits, how can it bo hoped that 
their children will haveithe^-.benefit of re- 
ceiving pure home inspiretidnVfroni those 
nrhb never knew them onwere permitted 
to jd^fy.r;them^J'-".yhus does the law of 
cause and effect sliuw how great a respon- 
sibility attaches to the careful training of 
the young and how far-reaching are its 
results. When will parents learn the 
lotson that is so frequently being taught 7 
That all have not done ao in this city a 
otroll through our streets at night will 
plainly shotr. 

OBEMATION. 

In spite of the excessive disfavor with 
which the masaes regard the employment of 
cremation as a means of disposing of the 
dead, instances ol its employment aro con- 
stantly recurring, while the process itself 
has passed beyond tho oiperimental stage. 
Only a few days ago the corpse of a woman 
was I resolved into ashes in tho crematory 
fnxnacia^ftt'Buffalo.iN. Y. The.body weighed 
98 pounds before the process, and after- 
wards bat 3 pounds? ounces consisting of 
nothing b^flmlul^i^biliB gndjx];^ 
remnants of bones. Not so innoli upon the 
process Itself' as 'upon' th'e'very doitjplete- 
D838 with which it performs its task ia de- 
pendent tho very strong and general preju- 
dice which exists against cremation. 
Whatever habit may accustom ns to, the 
idea at pr-'sent is repugnant to infidel and 
Christian alike. Though the particular con- 
dition of;, their remaiuH, when . those near 
and dear to ua aro lost to us forever on 
eaitb, pan matter but little, yet.tbe knowl- 
edge that they are' literally- bat-: as -dust, 
that can be scattered by the first wind, 
is too ahuckmg lu the feelings for crema- 
tion to becuino populiir. Although v/hen 
buried wa. may never aeo them again, yet 
we, ; know , that, the earthly tenements of 
our dead are J)eneath the tjreen sod, rest- 
ing in the guise in which we knew them 
in., life,, and untouched except by the or- 
dinary process uf nature, the slow though 
gradual dissolution whote contemplation 
oin better be burne than itie sudden transi- 
tion — in a breath as it wore — to the ashes 
of* the earth. It may be merely a foolish 
fancy or a prejudiced idea, but it seems 
as though when the niorJal remiins have 
been reduced tea handful uf dust that the 
one who la dead had navei been alive, so 
effectually does all vestige of that 
li'e aeom to huve been swopt away; while 
the full stores of memory's colls 
sadly-Jneed ' the assistance of reason and 
faith in- -their struggle to re- 
tain as a reality that past which 
might tend to beoonie a dream with such 
intangible ovidonce of a human existence 
which is left tu cremation. In spite of 
the objection that evidence' of foul play 
wo uld J- bd : en tire ly . removed iby th is pro- 
cess It is possible' that sanitary conditions' 
m'-overprqwddd odunti:ies' may 'ovetitu'ally 
require sb'me such disposition of human 
rehoBina; 'but it is more certain that the 
advocates of cremation will have an up- 
hill task, fdr^many. years to come, in oon- 
tendin^i; with tbd' strong prejudices, culti- 
vated and instinctive, religious and other- 
wile, which the bulk of the civilized 
world display upon tho subject. Tho 
future may bring a more practical people 
who have no place for sentiment; butsen- 
timeat has amongst us its plaor< and its 
purpdiie", and~ while ' It exists , will al most 
certainly continue to array itself against 
the cremation of the dead.

DEAD AND BURIED IN AN HOUR. 

How a Chinaman : vritli . a Bul- 
let Hole Til rougli Him was 
Put €>ut of Sislit. 

Probably Shot While Altemi»t- 
iiig: Kobbcry. 



Yesterday afternoon the police learned 
of a;Ohiqainah who was burieid in a rather 
hur'rie^i' manner on Wednesday last. It 
appears that he was found locked in a 
cabin, in a dying condition from the ef- 
fect of a bullet wound. An undertaker 
was consulted by his friends, everything 
got in readiness for his burial, and so soon 
as be was dead a.'certitioate was secured 
from the secretary of Ross Bay cemetery, 
and an hour afterwards he was placed in 
a coffin, taken to the cemetery and in- 
terred. This was pretty quick work. 

It is supposed by the police that this ia 
the Ohinaman who was shot at by J. Dud- 
geon while attemptins to rob chickens 
from his premises. When Mr. Dudtjeon 
fired he haard a yell of pain, but it never 
was discovered whether (he Chinaman 
wa» shot or not. The suspicious circum 
stance of hurried burial would seem to in- 
cato that the theory of the police is cor- 
reot, for if the Ohinaman had been shot 
by other means there would have been a 
question raised by themselves. It is pro- 
bable that an investigation will be held in

Fct^rfnlGStorms on .the Atlantic 
Coast. 

Shlj^s ^^ Wrecked aiid Burned. 
GreatXoss of Life and Property 
Eutirc Crews Perish in the Gale 

(Exoliiitva to The Calonlst.) 
Boston, Jan. 9.— The schooner Juliet, of 
EllBWortb, Me., was driven on tho rocks 
near Deer Island last night and the captain, 
mate and 090k drowned. 

Reports continue to come in from 
points along the coast and show the storm 
of last night worked havoc among ship- 
ping. A Provincetown dispatch says a 
large fleet of sohconers, including fourteen 
three-masters, were off Highland light at 
sunset last night.several of which reached 
Provipcetown ia aafety, but many others 
were driven ashore or foundered together. 
Noliv'es are roported'ilostbut the life sav- 
iiig crews were kept busy and there were 
many narrow escapes. Capt. Fisher, of 
the Peaked Hills Bar life saving station, 
reports that an unknown three-masted 
schooner pounded along the bars for 
about a mile at day-break and finally 
went clear cut of tho bar. Ha 
saw her crew clinging to the rigging, 
and the vessel had apparently lost her 
rudder and some sails. It was impossi- 
ble to aid her. A number of coF,3tera 
havo probably blown out to sea. The 
wind reached a velocity of seventy miles 
an hour at one time. 

At Portland much damage has beou done 
to the shipping by the storm. Tho tugs 
are kept busy saving rassels in this harbor. 
Various sensational ,rumors ,aro in circula- 
tion, but all that'is deianitely known is that 
a large ntiniber;of vessels wera outside last 
night and that there is wreckage afloat. 

Tne schooner Juliet struck on the rooks 
between Deer island and "SViuthrop Load 
duriug tho gale to-day. She had hIx persons 
on hoard, throe of whom lost their lives — 
Cnpt. Leach, Chus. Fourgee, mate, and Jas. 
Dunn, stowatd. 

PiiiLADKLPHiA, Jau. 9.— Tbo loss of tho 
schooner Mary O. Farr with every soul on 
board is perhaps tho saddest diaaRtor of the 
gale. Tho ill-fated vessel was driven a.shoro 
and caught fire, but not one of those on 
board escaped to tell the story. A dispatch 
from Spring Lake, N. J., says lata on Fri- 
day uight a bright light was seen off the 
saving station. A very high wind and 
a driving snow mado the life 
saving almoat impoaaible. Twice tho boom 
of a signal gun rang across the water, 
and the saving rope was sent toward the 
vesBol but in vain. Tho crew of the burned 
vessel launched a boat, but in a moment 
it went to pieces, and the oocupants were 
drowned. 

Later. — Tlio vessel drifted ashore and 
she is in low water. Female apparel 
washsd sahcre indicates tho captain's wife 
or other women were on board. Tho 
schooner was commanded by John D. Con- 
nell, of Milton, Dal. , and Joseph Emmons, 
mate. The crew were shipped frotn Bal- 
timore, and are not known in this city. 

Atlantic City, N. J., Jan. 9.— The 
storm hore is one of the worst for many 
years. Houses were unroofed, and the 
high tide did great damage along the sea 
front.'""' 

NkwYokk, Jan 9 — The snow storm 
which raged all last night with unabated 
fury, continued during to-day. It was 
accompanied by a very high wind which 
caused drifts in shallow places. It also 
has the effect of delaying travel in tho 
city. To,«^grflBt;"extent the storm serious- 
ly intorferdd' with the prompt arrival of 
the mails. A number of vessels parted 
their hawsers and went floating at the 
mercy of wind and tide. At least two are 
missing and have probably floated out te 
sea.

BICE AS A FOOD. 

What Uses are Made of the Var- 
ious Products of Bice 
Grain. 

A mill having been established here for 
preparing lice for market, it may interest 
our readers to know that rica ia tho grain 
food preferred by more than half the hu- 
man race, "Its value as a food is little un- 
derstood.'ahdirtuohunderestimutedby people 
of European origin, but here In Victoria we 
see around ns in- oar Chinese population an 
every-day illustration of how it is possible 
to -support, life.apon.yery little else than a 
rioe'fmetj^aod yet wheuito^^ is made 

of its nnmtife ' qualities as compared With 
other foods ' the mystery is solved. Dr, 
Frankland thus compares it with potatoes:

Indeed, it has been seriously remarked by 
a scioutist that tho purohaserbf four pounds 
of potatoes really carries homo from market 
with him three pounds of water and only 
one pound of food. It ia not kuowu also 
that "paddy rice" is the food universally 
used for feeding cattle and horses in those 
countries where it i« ohpaply prodnoed, 
British Burmah, for instance, using for 
cattle feeding alone over 50,000 tons overy 
year . Eice meal ia tho outiole of tho rioo 
grain between tho hull and the white kernel; 
it is almost identical with oatmeal.' As it 
contains the largest percentage of the 
saccharine and flesh forming portion of the 
whole grain, it forms a most valuable oattle 
food, being very estensively used in Eng- 
land and Holland. In China it is univora- 
ally used for fattening hogs, and whou 
mixed with crushed oats or barley into a 
feed" (as tho Victoria mill prsparos it) 
outtlo and horses thrive upau it, preferring 
it to Indian corn; it imparts to their cuat.s 
a gloBs or shine simalar to oil cake, HoUuth, 
in the Agricultural Gazette of England, de- 
scribes how ne uses rioe meal. He says: "I 
haye'iuiedciKrice' imeal very extensively ,for 
threie winter seasons for . iny milking oowp. 
In addition to hay and.turmpa. I give them 
immediately alter ^inilking,^^- morning and 
evening, a good tubful" mixed with water, 
and chopped hay or straw mixed iii, lly 
cows have milked well on this diet, and aro 
in good condition; tho milk in romarkablj 
rich, and] ! yields a large amount of butter, 
though it takes somewhat longer iu churn- 
ing. When I have been unablo to obtain 
rice meal and substituted ground Indian 
corn I have found a diminution iu the 
quantity of milk. I.oannot find any article 
which will prodiioe'eqaMMSiil^ atanythiug 
near the price. Some bf ^^my cattle were 
diftidout about taking it at 'first, but soon 
took to it." Chit, or broken rice, is used for 
chicken feed, being preferred above nil other 
kinds of grain for fattening poultry, making 
tbo llesh beautifully white, and rieo-fod 
fowl are said to have no stringy teudoua iu 
their legs. Its value is fully appreciated by 
the poulterers of Franco and" the southern 
states. Other products aro rice flour, used 
by bakers, confectioners, and very largely 
by brewers in the maunfaoture of lagor and 
weiss. beer,. rioe stsrph, . etc. .The- hulls are 
utied.for packing -purposes,' but there being' 
no btitlet-for ' them' here they' arei burnt' for 
fiiel.:. ' •■

After tho expenditure of 8300,000 of 
tho public funds of Canada under the 
several administrations of Sir John A. 
Macdonald and Hen. A. Mackenzie in 
surveys looking to tho establishment of a 
point on this coast possessing the requisite 
conditions, both as a naval and a military 
station and for the terminus of the pro- 
jected transcontinental railway. Port 
Moody was Gnally selected and established 
as suoh point, first by the Mackenzie ad- 
ministration and afterwards confirmed in 
all particulars by tho Macdonald adminis- 
tration and with tho concurrence of the 
imperial govornmont so declared. The 
claims of English Bay and Coal Harbor 
had previously boon put forward and 
urged, i'but in a speech of Sir Charles 
Tupper |n the coinmons, in 1884, and pub- 
lished in the .^Hansaird of that year, p. 
420, the terminus was doGnitely fixed at 
Port Moody, and relying on the good 
faith of that authoritative declaration 
some hundreds of persons, residents of 
the province and others invested their 
moans hero, a very large proportion looking 
to the eBtabU8bment$,bf;(>Iti|miei>,.aDd 
business at the terminus. In the 
contract ' entered into with the 
syndicate in 1881 in accordance with this 
declaration, tho government bound itielf 
to erect at Port Moody all buildings 
necessary for the oompl ete equipment of 
the terminal station, and this coupled 
with its previous adoption ai the terminal 
point gave birth to a confidence in the 
future of the port, which, under' ordinary 
circumstances, would be regarded as well 
founded. A large wharf costing $69,000, 
was boiistriiot'ed, .and a large ektent of tho 
harbor frontage and land beyoiid' all re- 
quirements except for torminsi purposes 
was appropriated from private properties 
at a nominal rate por acre in consideration 
and on the plea of tho greatly increased 
value' . conferred, as alleged upon adjoin- 
ing property . by the establishment here of 
iaiiway terminiii'.' ' The harbor was auth- 
ontalively stated- to be of ample dimen- 
sions to acooramndate all prospective traf- 
fic and to bo in all roapecta superior to 
any other on the coast; and every action 
ond declaration of tho government was 
calculated to inspire confidence in Port 
Moody and induce investment of private 
capital. Settlers making application un- 
der the homestead act for lands in the 
vicinity were invariably met with the ob- 
jection that the lands applied for being 
near the terminus were excluded from 
the operation of the act and in every pos- 
sible winy tho public faith was pledged to 
this as the selected point of t^e;;^i^dian 
Pacific railway terminus, Bat'^^fi^'l^^, 
tho local government, some df^^ls^tji^tliii>' 
bora of which wore interested .nbf^feiffa 
near Coal Harbor and English Bay, oon-

Later on, and still in a way to inspi^o 
oonfideuce,in,Eort R^oody, tenders wore 
called^fo'rijircii piles to roooristruot the 
wharf 'to-be cTelfvered by Sopt. 20, 1885. 
Tendors were called for thooonstruotionof 
the roundhouse at Port Moody as por 
contract with tho syndicate. Thia was 
repeated on May Ist last. If oonfidenoo 
in the intentions of the government w«i 
weakened before, this last call for tenders 
was hold to be satisfactory evidence of 
good faith and many uomparatively poor 
persons wore induced to prooeed with the 
erection of dwellings for themselves and 
families with fullest asBurance that the 
goodi faith of - tho'government wa^ un* 
quoatio'h'able, but althoijgh the'o<')htiraai'''ii':

London, D«c.- 29. — Everybody in 
Englacd„wfai6 ia interested, directly or 
Indirectly in trade! is now anxiously 
studying"' the commercial outlook for 
1886. 'The general belief is rather dole- 
ful, but some expert economists declare 
tlmt reaction from the long depression 
of trade has already begun. They ad- 
mit that just at the beginning of the 
.year . there Avill be an unsiial n\inJb"er 
of-bankruptoies, but they think that 
tii'eao will only clear the coniraerciul at- 
.mospheire, and sliould not bo regarded 
with serious alarii). They predict that 
general trade will atfiidily improve 
after the first week or two of January, 
and that there will be a large increase 
in^ the volume ,,o£ ,rail^yay .traffic , in 
■liB86 ''as' cbm pared witli' the pi-esent 
year. Tlii.s hopeful forecast does not, 
however, include the British shipping 
trade. The jiroapects of English ship- 
owners are but little improved, and the 
out-look for Sootcli shipping is as bad 
as ever.. A tremendous amount of cap 
ital is tied up at Scotch wharves in the 
shapes of steamshipa which are rusting 
and rotting for luck of employment. In 
the Leith docks alone Bfteen steamers 
are lying idle. Home of them have not 
beon ia comraisdion for many months. 

bf 'th'eWKave'beeii'laid^p^^ 
they could not earn enough for their 
■^^ own mainienancL- out of the low rates 
; - to which freights have been forced by 
keen competition. Those fifteen vessels 
Lave an agyregato capacity of li,627 
tons, and they are worth .$1,500,000. 
This is only one example of the gener- 
al condition of the ocean carry ir\g trade 
in Scotland, The above figures ' would 
have to be multiplied many times to 
represent the total tonnage and value 
of the steamers lying idle in all the 
Scotch ports. Ti>e overproduction of 
steatu freights is generally assigned as 
the cause of this state of affairs, but 
thai is inot its only cause. / Close ■ com- 
petition in the past has stimulated in 
genuity in the construction of vessels 
and engines, with a view to economiz- 
ing fuel and labor. Great strides have 
been mad'! in this direction by the in- 
ventive mechanics of the Clyde, The 
result is that vessels that were con- 
sidered almost perfect a few years ago 
cannot now'' compete with the new 
craft, which carry less coal, thus saving 
part ,o£, the , cost for fuel and leaving 
more''rbotn foi: freight, and which can 
be handled by smaller crews. There is 
but one hopeful indication for the ship 
owners. The returns from the Oiyde 
Bhii>bailding district prove that there 
has been less building this year thairi 
last by 35 per cent. If this rate of de- 
crease is maintained the greatest cause 
of the depression in freights will disap- 
pear. The number and tonnage of ves- 
sels afloat will, again be proportionate 
to theStno^u]Q^!,Qf;£^^^ carried, 
and rates Wn'Se'raiseci^!^ profitable 
point. 

A Hint as to Hogs. — An experi- 
enced feeder of swine advises that when 
hogs are taken from' gratis or other' 
bulky diet,' to be -fattened, the change 
to a'''iiiOTd concentrated food should be 
gradual,' as' too sudden a change is 
often attended with serious results.
